There is also a bundle with the recommendations, a bill of goods bought from 
John Fanleon in 1771, and one in 1772, This last contains articles like pepper, 
spice, looking-glass, sad iron, sugar, salt-cellar, frying pan, etc,, which 
seems as if he were housekeeping in ‘72, His oldest child was born on Mar, 14,1772, 
In 1771 he mentions “Mr, John Ellis worked my mare 27th, 28th, 29th, 30th deys of 
May, 1771." (Another entry in "1769, April 30th there was foaled Pichter, whose 
height is now 4 ft,, 2} inches - March ye 3lst, 1770,") 


1773 The citizens of Halifax Co., N, @, give Wm, Lenoir a paper of Recome 
mendation as a teacher, and they say: “We further add that the aforesaid William 
Lenoir came of a very Good and Creditable family, and has hitherto borne the char- 
acter of a sober, serious, and well-meaning youth, and has proved true and faithe 
ful in all affairs committed to his charge."

I think it not probable that the whole family moved to Halifax, as his moth- 
er was a,widow at the time, as he gives a list of his brothers and sisters in 1768 
and says “Children of Mourning Lenoir", and nowhere mentions his father, You will 
see that when he went to Halifax he boarded, 


When William Lenoir went to Halifax, New Brunswick, to teach, his oldest sis= 


ter Ann was married to John Westmoreland, was 40 years old; his sister Betty was 
married to John Latimer, was 37; his oldest brother was 39 years old,

“Major Richard Allen borrowed as he went to Court 5 dollars at my house, and 
35 at Court House,” 


| "Mar, 1783, Settled with Capt, John Cleveland and paid him the ball. of 40 
pounds specie - for which he had my bonds on demand," 


N, B, There are among Gen'l L's papers three accounts of the King's Mountain bat- 
tle, written in his own hand, Also a very interesting account of the Expedition 
against the Cherokee Indians, under Gen‘'l Griffith Rutherford, in 1776, Also a 
Muster Roll of his Company in 1780, When he was Gaptein, His Commission as Captain, 
as Lieut., and as Major Gen'l - and various papers relating to Kings Mountain, 


In 1796 = 20th Oct, he left Ft, Defiance on horseback and went to Philadel- 
phia to carry some deeds and grants for a large body of land which had been en- 
tered in Wilkes Co,, by Hillard Rousseau and Co., and sold to some gentlemen in 
Philadelphia, viz. “Dr, Jno, Hall, Gedeon Deimar, and Isaac Pollock, jointly." 
Gen'l Lenoir kept a little journal of his travels showing where he stoppeu each 
night and his adventures in Phila. Als one coming back, 


In a letter which he wrote to Col, Ben Cleaveland of Wilkes, Gen'l L. says 
that he went into the land business from patriotic motives, because another Come 
pany had entered 750,000 acres of land in Wilkes, or tried to do it and failed, 
and they did it on specu, while his Go, intended to let the people have the land 
for a nominal sum, 


Gen'l L, was several times member of the Gen'l Assembly of N. G, and there is 
a journal of the Assembly of 1783 at Ft. D., which mows that Gt. Grandfather 
Lenoir and G, G, Avery were both members of the same, These old printed journals 
are great curiosities, The Assembly met at Hillsboro, 
L. Ny 


"1783 I agreed to give William Combs 16 bushels of corn, 2 shirts, 2 hunting 
shirts, 2 prs overalls and a wool hat for six months work.....+..J paid him the hat,* 


"2nd June 1783, Agreed to give Mr, Jordan 10 lbs specie and 55 in horses to 
build me a Grist Mill and Saw Mill in a good and workmanlike manner, and set them 
both to work at the falls of Buffalow, The saw mill forty feet long, and build a 
grist mill house 12 ft by 16, The cistern to be 52 ft long & the dam 7 ft high,etc," 


"1783, 13th Aug, Let Mt, Teene have a black man, a watch, 5L, 108, 4d, in 
cash and to let Mt, Tate have a cow & calf etc," 
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"1789, 23rd Dec, Sent a hogshead of tobacco by Wm. J, Moore to Mr. Adams at 
Fayetteville which I expect to go towards some brass locks and 200 ft of Glass 
10 by 8 inches, and some paint which he promised to send for, for me {i,e. to Enge- 
land) I likewise sent 680 lbs tobacco which Mr, Moore is to sell if he can and if 
not, leave it with Mr, Adams and get 24 bu, salt,” 
(Hauling to Fayetteville?) 


"1789 - Mar, 13th Rec'd a letter from Mr, Adams of Fayetteville, dated 17th 
Feb'y, informing me that he had rec'd of me by John Moore a hogshead of tobacco etc, 


“1790 Mar, 22, I find an old agreement by which Oliver Roberts agrees to 
build for Gen'l Lenoir two stack chimneys and underpin the house and wall up the 
cellar, and showing the house at Ft, Defiance to be nearly done, ete, (Le Ne) 


1791, I find a copy of an old letter written to Rob't Adams, a merchant in 
Fayetteville, N, C, giving directions about importing from England some articles 
of furniture for the house at Ft, Defiance, such as carpets and looking glasses, 
The letter is dated 13th July, 1791, Gen*l Lenoir says, speaking of the looking 
glasses, of which there were six, “I should be glad to have my neme nicely set 
on each glass or frame," 


In 1793, Aug. 2nd, Hugh McDonald, clerk for R, V, Adams, writes and says 
the articles have been packed and sent by George Howard's wagon to Ft. Defiance, 
He sends a bili dated 1792, and his letter is dated *93, so it must have taken 
over a year to get the things over the ocean, The bill has charges for 
shipping and for the duty on importation, McDonald says: "I shall be glad to 
know that these fine things may reach you safely and will please,” 


Two of the Looking glasses still survive the wrecks of time, and are here 
now (1898) being over a hundred years old, but the largest and finest one, which 
I remember hanging in "the hall" or large room of the house, has been broken,

F. Jones, a mer- 
chant in Leurensville, 5, Ca, by the Rev, R, J, Miller at Ft, Defiance, 25th, 
Feb, 1617, After her marriage she spent best part of each summer at Fort De- 
fiance, As she returned home in the fall of ~ the horse ran away with them in 
the Rocky Ford of Catawba, and by the fright she lost a son after she got home, 
and continued weakly, On lst May, 1820, she lost a daughter, and died on 4th, 
Mey, 1820, The following is an extract from her husband, dated 9th of May, 1820 
and rec'd on 20th, “So tranquil a scene in the hour of death I have never be~ 
fore witnessed, But a few moments before she went, she called the doctor to 
the bed and told him she was going, That she loved him = that her only grief was 
on my account and she wished me not to grieve after her, At that moment I stept 
to the bed and had the consolation to hear her tell me that she was not efreid 
to die, and that she hoped to meet me in heaven, She then in a short time closed 
her life »ithout a struggle or a groan or a look which indicated sorrow, Oh, 
she was beautiful and lovely in life = she was even more so in death, Her fea- 
tures were natural and her countenance serene and lovely." She was born 7th, 
March 1796, Married 25th, Feb, 1817, Died May.4th, 1820,
